The prior art of record does not teach an aircraft brake heat pack brake disc in the form of 
a composite article comprising an annular core layer having an outer perimeter and a face portion 
and an annular wear layer for frictional engagement with an adjacent brake disc, the annular 
wear layer attached to and extending across the face portion, wherein the wear layer is a C- C 
composite article and has a density lower than the core layer or wherein the core layer has a 
density of greater than 1.85 gcm3 and having a face portion extending across and attached to 
which is attached an annular carbide-frec C-C wear layer having a density of 1 .85 gcm-3 or 
lower.
